DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The field of the invention on ******] In order that this invention may prevent a missing-child pet, and 
may make that discovery easy and may simplify wearing, it relates to the pet missing-child prevention 
identification tag which carried out the computer input of the identification tag formed in the pipe mold 
by corniform, and its owner. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, there is that [ no ] of ** or a potato in a pet's missing- 
child identification tag in addition to the license only for a dog, and it is not in it for other pets. It is 
extent to which an owner attaches a child's identification tag individually. Moreover, although the 
license is also defined by law, the present condition is that registrants are decreasing in number with 
reduction in rabies. Furthermore, the installation is also referred to as fastening to the hole which has 
opened to the tabular metal with a string, a wire, etc. Moreover, the address etc. is inserted, or I have to 
bring other missing-child collars to a special contractor, and have to have vinyl of transparence drive 
them in on a metaled plate before use. There are many said inconvenient things.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] 

(b) When a pet becomes a missing child, the discovery cannot be performed easily. 

(b) The costs of the pet taken care of and processed by **, such as a health center and the police, are 
great. 

(c) The owner cannot be specified when a pet is taken care of. 

(d) It is attached simply and there is no thing excellent in endurance. 

(e) There is nothing like a pet's license in addition to the object for dogs. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The pet missing-child prevention identification tag which inputted into 
the computer the identification tag of the corniform pipe mold which has the pit which engraves 
notations, such as a registration number, a manufacture name, the telephone number, and a contact, and 
a figure, colors, and can insert belt parts, such as a collar, by the product made from a light metal with 
the owner. 
[0005] 

[Function] And when using this identification tag, belt parts, such as a collar, are inserted and attached 
in the pit part of the identification tag of the pipe mold which carried out the computer input of the 
owner, engraved the serial number which carried out the computer input, a registration number, a 
manufacture name, the telephone number, etc., and was colored. This is attached in a pet. If I have the 
telephone number of the identification tag attached in the collar telephone when it is protected by a 
public engine and the holder in due course, even if a pet stops there being now, an owner can be 
specified and it can contact to the owner. This is a pet missing-child prevention identification tag. 
[0006] 
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[Example] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained with reference to drawing 1 - drawing 
6 . It engraves on the identification tag which has the pit which can insert belt parts, such as a collar, for 
notations, such as a registration number, a manufacture name, the telephone number, and a contact, and 
a figure with the corniform pipe mold made from a light metal, it is colored, and it inputs into a 
computer with the owner. This inventions are the above structures, when using this, input this 
identification tag into a computer with that owner, and insert and attach belts, such as a pet's collar. If I 
have the telephone number of the identification tag attached in the collar connected with when a pet is 
taken care of by a public engine and the holder in due course even if a pet stops there being actually 
now, an owner can be specified and it can contact. Saying is saying that a pet is returned. Moreover, a 
light metal may be used as hard synthetic resin, and a notation, a figure, etc. may be printed. In addition, 
as shown in drawing 4 - drawing 5 , even if it makes it tabular, it has the same function. 
[0007] 

[Effect of the Invention] The probability which returns to a missing-child pet's owner becomes quite 
high by using this invention. Thereby, a pet can be kept in comfort. Moreover, it is useful also when 
there is a certain accident, since an owner can be specified (although bit by the dog, when an owner does 
not understand, etc.). It also becomes the public resource and saving of funds which are used for 
processing of a pet etc. at a health center etc. Moreover, what is necessary is for it to be easy for the pit 
« of an identification tag only by inserting the part of the shape of a belt, such as a collar, and just to also 
strike installation with a **** screw to a pit (1) and a pit (2) completely, in order to fix a location. It is 
very useful invention to public profits as mentioned above.
